Defendant Summoned 


The defendant was summoned to 


court this morning at !) o'clock. She 
did not appear at the appointed time 
and Sheriff Dement brought her be- 
fore the bar at 0:10 o'clock.

Haas took the stand, admitted that 
she had written the letter under in- 
vestigation and declared that she 
was ready to stand behind her as- 
sertions made therein. Judge Layne 
took up the questioning, asking the 
defendant concerning the letter and 
her reasons for writing it. 


Mrs. Haas declared that she had 


made a misstatemeut in the letter, 
if she had made it read that a man 
was involved in the offer of money. 
She said that.on the night in ques- 
tion, she and Mrs. Wurd were to- 
gether, but that they had separated 
at Fourth and Center and sra had 
.started to the Ten Cent Store, but 
returned in time to see Mrs. Ward 
give Judge Layne the money. 
She 


said that the jurist had pocketed the 
sum and walked into Goldcamp's 
Hardware Store. 
Mrs. Haas said, 


that she was in the doorway nearby 
and was not sfen by cither of the 
parties until a few minutes after- 
waril, when she joined Mrs. Ward. 


Mrs. Unas was excused and Judge 


Layno. ordered Sheriff Denipnt ID 
bring Mrs. Chester Ward into court 
immediately. 
Within a quarter of

mony was brief and at the conclusion

was inclined to think that there, was 
a man in the case, who had been 
covered up since the case began. 


Judge Layne announced that he 


would not put Mrs. Haas under bond 
in the contempt case, but would re- 
port the entire affair to the Chief 
Justice of the 
Supreme court of 


Ohio, and that some other judge 
would dispose of the contempt pro- 
ceedings- 


The letter written by. Mrs. Haas 


was introduced as 'pTidnnce and was 
turned over to the court stenograph- 
er for preservation with instructions 
to guard it carefully. It was also 
re«d into the record, but the letter 
will be used as an exhibit at the fur- 
ther hearing of the case. 
• The hearing came during the pro- 
cess of selection of a jury for the 
trial of llalph Stewart, charged by 
the State of Ohio in an indictment 
brought by the recent grand Jury, 
with entering a house to commit 11 
felony, and the court room was fair- 
ly well filled.

AVhen Daniel AVebster was asked to 


tell the greatest thought that he had 
ever entertained, he replied: "The 
greatest thought that has ever en- 
gaged my attention w»s that of my 
individual responsibility to God." 
Greater than all the thoughts of art 
and music, of poetry nnd.philosophy, 
or law and statesmanship, of prob- 
lems related to national and inter- 
national affairs, was this single one: 
"I, as an individual, am responsible 
to God for the life I live." 


This was the truth that Ezekiei 


was endeavoring to impress upon the 
people of his day for the tendency to 
avoid 
responsibility has persisted 


through the centuries, but was never 
more prevalent than to-day.

If a man saves his soul it is 
because he is strong enough to cease 
crouching .and endeavoring to avoid 
moral issues, but like a manly man 
is willing to me.et bis individual re- 
sponsibility to God. 


In emphasizing this responsibility 


it is well to consider the lives and 
characters of the .three men chosen 
us examples of the inability of one 
human furnishing salvation for an- 
other. "Though Noah, Job and Dnn- 
iel were hero." Who was Noah? A 
preacher, nnd a good preacher, too, 
for he held one pulpit for one hun- 
dred and twenty years, and no ordi- 
nary preacher could perform such a 
feat and have any congregation to 
preach to when he had finished. But 
he had great themes. You can meas- 
ure a preacher by the themes he 
chooses, and Noah preached the one 
great theme that all the world needs: 
"The wages ot sin is death." 


He knew of wiiat he spoke because 


he had it fresh from the lips of God. 
Beholding the multitudes that gath- 
ered about the timbers of the ark, 
Noah would climb up on the timber 
and plead with them to forsake their 
sins. From the height o£ his noble 
soul he could plainly see thnt such 
wickedness as the people engaged in 
could produce no other result than a 
universal tiood of overwhelming ca- 
lamity. Their sins were au offense 
to God. This wickedness could not 
go on forever. There must be a day 
of reckoning, for the wages of sin is 
death. Mis second message was: "He 
that being often reproved and htird- 
etieth his neck, shall suddenly be de- 
stroyed and that without remedy.' 
I'ersistcnt wickedness ends in sudden 
destruction. 


I can sec the white-haired 
man 


standing on the timbers of the partly 
constructed boat pleading with men 
lo get right with -God and turn back 
the tides of the coming Hood, but they 
laughed and mocked and ridiculed 
his every statement, until at last both 
henvcn nnd earth burst open and Ihe 
Hoods gathered the harvests of sin.

HERE are too many laws on the statute books. There 
is no question about it;.everyone agrees. _Thcrc was a 
time when it was possible for human society, a very 


simple organization, to get along with a few »eneral command- 
ments and prohibitions. But as human activities have expand- 
ed, and organization has become more and more complex, laws 
have multiplied prodigiously. Today there are laws of regu- 
lations covering a vast category of action.? that affect one's re- 
"lations to one's fellow men. Whenever au omission is discov- 
ered—and that happens every day, it seems—there is a rush for 
a new law, a new prohibition,-a new regulation. 


Two of-the outstanding sensations oE the last few days will 


•set the watchdogs of public safety on the trail with proposals 
; for new laws. In Chicago a fumigator exterminates a. whole 


family because lie filled a storeroom with hydrocyauide gas and 
neglected to seal a pipe that led directly into living quarters on 
the second floor. Lawmakers will almost certainly bo asked 1o 


: make it unlawful for any fumigator hereafter to ply his trade 


under similar circumstances without warning all occupants of 


• the building. 


" In New York, a young, daredevil, hungry, perhaps, attempts 


to': scale a building for $l'00, and fails to'his death while his 


• bride looks on. They will try to end that sort of gladiatorial 


spectacle in New York, and perhaps elsewhere, by making it 
•unlawful to stage such an exhibition without, providing a'life 


'. . net or safety device, just as it is forbidden for window clean- 


ers to ply their trade without lifebelts. 


Such laws will be argued as justified 
by common sense. 


Both tragedies will be laid to the absence of common SCIISP. And 
bv going through' the statute books of the municipality, the 
state or the nation, one will find a multitude oil laws that orig- 
inally were merely an attempt to apply Common sense to the 
relations of citizens with one another. A little bit of thoujrht 
would make most laws unnecessary. But none thinks all Ihc 
time, and some never, so it .sco.ms nec'.-ssary to write, into law 
the code of conduct oven in what PI.-CIU to be trivial pursuits. 
3t is much easier to have thinking done by statute than to do 
it for oneself.
